OME months ago Bethmann-Hollweg suggested a peace made on the 
basis of the war map of that moment.

Such, briefly, is the partition of Aus- 
tria-Hungary. It has been roundly de- 
nounced by all German and Austrian 
newspapers and writers as a wicked and 
immoral ambition on the part of the na- 
tions which plan ft. Yet it is not to pe 
compared with the Austrian participa- 
tion in the partitions of Poland. In dis- 
membering Poland, Austria, Germany 
and Russia divided among themselves 
the millions of Poles, who had no deep- 
er desire than to continue a Polish na- 
tion. And after a century and a half 
the Polish purpose and hope have sur- 
vived and become anew a problem for 
Europe. 

But there is no Austrian race. The Ru- 
manians, who make up the major por- 
tion of the population of Transylvania, 
have had to submit to every kind of stu- 
pid and vicious regulation, imposed upon 
them by their Hungarian masters. The 
Italirns in Triestc have seen the full 
weight of Austrian influence directed to 
transforming Trieste into a Slav town 
by colonies of Slovenes invited down 
from the hills and favored by Austrian 
laws and ordinances. The people of the 
Trentino district have never concealed 
their longing to be Italian and their 
monuments are an evidence of their as- 
pirations. 

The Poles of Galicia in recent years 
have been favored, because the rising 
flood of Slav population has made i+ 
necessary for the Austrian, the German 
and for the Magyar to find an ally 
among the Slav races and the Pole has 
been selected. He has been permitted 
to impose his will upon the Ruthenians 
quite as the Magyar has tmpc-.ed his 
upon the Rumanian. As “or the Bos- 
r’in Serb, he came unwillingly under 
Hapsburg rule, fighting desperately aft- 
er the Congress of Berlin had presented 
yim to Austria.

This innocent line 
of trawlers, strung out for some #0 
miles, had more nightmares in store for 
the German submarine than a fleet of 
battleships. It was an odd sensation 
to app: ach trawler after trawler and 
note the one obviously unusual feature 
of each—the menacing black gun at bow 
and stern. They were good guns, too— 
English, French aud Japanese. The pe- 
trol boat carried a Hotchkiss, and most 
of the trawlers had equally efficient 


weupons. 
There were other unusual features in 
every trawler, drifter and whaler, fes- 
tures that made one catch one’s breath 
when their significance was realized. 
About this I may say very little. Burt 
in the matter of the nets, it was dem- 
onstrated fo me that within 25 minutes 
any submarine reported in most of our 
home waters can be inclosed in a stee! 
trap from which there is no escape. 
The vague rumors that we heard in the 
earlier stages of the war led one to sup- 
pose that these nets might be used, 
perhaps, in the English Channel and 
other narrow waters. But I have seen 
traps a hundred miles long, traps that 
could shift their position and change 
their shape at a signal. 

A submarine may enter their zone, in- 
deed, and even go to America, She may 
even do some damage within their lines. 
But if she does this, her position is 
known: and if there be any future dam- 
age done, it will probably have to be 
done by another submarine. For she 
has called upon a thousand perils, frorn 
every point of the compass, to close 
upon her return journey. I have actual- 
ly seen the course of a German subme- 
rine—which thought itself undiscovered— 
marked from day to day on the chart 
at an English base. The clews to all the 
ramifications of this work are held vy 
a few men at the admiralty In London. 
Telephone and telegraph keep them in 
constant touch with every seaport in

But 
not a man spoke. 


During the night they were given 
some coffee and a biscuit each, and 
the wound of one man who had been 
badly lacerated by a shell was dresse4 
by the ship’s surgeon. They lay in the 
semi-darkness; listening to the steady 
beat and hum of the engines and won- 
dering what kind of a miracle could 
bring them to the light of day again.

N the next morning the trawler 
Hirose fell a victim to the same 
submarine. She was no sooner 


Sighted than she was greeted with ‘a 
hail of shot. She stopped and lowered 
a boat, while the enemy dashed up. The 
commander of the submarine shouted 


through a megaphone: “Leave your 
ship; I give you five minutes.’’ The 
crew complied—there were 10 hands all 
told—and were ordered aboard the r-1b- 
marine, while the Hirose was blown up. 
After being given six biscuits each, the 
crew of the Hirose were put back in 
their boat. The survivors of the Vic- 
toria were ordered on deck and placed 
in the same boat. The submarine 
steamed away and shortly afterward 
dipped.

“The foreign policy of the new Ger- 
man Republic is to detach the French 
Republic from its unnatural alliance 
with the barbarous monarchs of Brit- 
ain, Japan and Muscovy, thus estab- 
lishing an overwhelming claim on 
American sympathy, to swing round 
Scandinavia, Holland and Belgium to 
the German side; to buy the support 
of Italy with the Trentino; to carry 
out Roger Casement’s suggestion of 


the continental Powers as a citadel 
of the freedom of the seas; and so 
enable the peoples of Europe to snap 
their fingers at the militarist and 
navalist British Junkers and at the 
Prussianized bureaucracy and Grand 
Dukery of Petrograd.”

LIFE OF ADAMSON LAW. 

Dallas News: The life of the Adamson eight- 
hour law is limited to 10 months at the utmost. 
There is no limitation placed on the declarition 
that after Jan. 1 eight hours shall be deemed a 
day’s work on railroads engaged in interstate 
commerce, but it limits its compulsion on the 
railroads to maintain the present rate of wages 
to 10 months. It forbids them to reduce the 
present rate until 30 days after the report of the 
commission it creates shall have been made, and 
fixes nine months as the maximum time of the 
investigation. Hence, at the end of 10 months the 
restraint of this legislation on the railroads will 
cease to operate. This circumstance has hardly 
received the consideration it deserves. Doubtless, 
ir. the legal sense, this temporary character of 
the legislation is nothing in mitigation of it. 
Congress may not do for one day what it is for- 
bidden to do for one year. But the circumstance 
of the bill’s operation being limited is something 
in political mitigation of it. It will serve to 
reconcile many minds to it. It hecomes more dis- 
tinctively an emergency measure, even @ heroic 
measure, to be justified, if at all, by the fact that 
it has been resorted to to avert a strike which 
might quickly degenerate into a civil war.

“LITTLE: AMERICANISM.” 

Indianapolis Star (Rep.):’ Woodrow Wilson 
takes a sturdy farewell of “little Americanism” 
in his Shadow Lawn speech of acceptance. “We 
can no longer indulge our traditional provincial- 
ism,” he says. ‘We are to play a leading part 
in the world drama whether we wish it or not.” 
Shade’s of Bryan’s pet imperialism! 

Little Americanism? Daniels in the navy, and 
“deserving Democrats” setting the gauge for our 
diplomacy and Garrison cashiered for having a 
man’s-size ideas about national defense; Hay 
muddling army reorganization and Harrison and 
sume other muddlers plotting to set the Philip- 
pines adrift, and Bryan confessing theft to Co- 
lombia when none was committed; first Bryan 
and then Lansing warning Americans that they 
could stay in Mexico at their peril; a Vera Cruz 
victory and a Carrizal triumph, and Villa uncap- 
tured—of such is the new Great Americanism. 

Great in achievements put off to another day, 
great in salutes to unsaluted flags, great in the 
King’s marches up the hill and down again, great 
in platform pledges revoked and greater still in 
changes of the presidential mind, of which the 
Shadow Lawn speech reveals a new series. 


NO “PUSSY-FOOTING.” 

Cleveland Plain Dealer (Dem.): Through one 
crisis after another President Wilson has steered 
the course of America; over uncharted seas that 
challenged the leadership of the President and 
put every American on his mettle. The success of 
the Wilson statesmanship under these trying cir- 
cumstances is a part of the history of the period. 

“Mistakes I have doubtless made in this per- 
plexing business,” the President says, discussing 
Mexico, “but not in purpose or object.” And mis- 
takes he has doubtless made in other directions 
as well. But through all the difficulties incident 
to turmoils at home and abroad, no one has 
ever had cause to doubt the Americanism of 
Woodrow Wilson. His purpose has shone as clear 
and steady as a star. 

Against such a record of accomplishment the 
easy denunciations of partisan oppenents fall 
harmless. Judge Hughes shows keen discretion 
in ignoring the greater portion of the record. 

Even Roosevelt, with his more explosive lan- 
guage, could not more neatly bid defiance to 
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hyphenates. Says the President ‘I neither seek 
the favor nor fear the displeasure of that small 
alien element amongst us which puts loyalty to 
any foreign Power before loyalty to the United 
States.” This contrasts pleasantly with Judge 
Hughes’ “pussy-footing” on this issue. 

Whether one approves of the Wilson record or 
not, one cannot deny its consistence or its sta- 
bility. The President kept his head while par- 
tisans cried for vengeance against a foreign Pow- 
er. He kept his head when even many of his 
friends demanded that Mexico be crushed. He 
keeps his head now while thousands of partisans 
are raking his record with fine-tooth combs for 
something to find fault with. 

The President’s speech of acceptance is far 
more than a mere partisan document. It vitally 
concerns America and America’s future. If is 
part of the history of a world crisis that concerns 
us all. 


HOME AND FOREIGN POLICY. 

Kansas City Star (Ind.): The President nat- 
urally emphasized the domestic achievements of 
the administration, for it is on the side of its for- 
eign policy, and the policies of Americanism grow- 
ing out of the world war, that his course has 
proved disappointing, when judged by the stand- 
ard of American ideals.

Zeppelin Raids Prove Their Futility 


COST GERMANY DEAR. 


Chicago Journal: If the recent raid on London 
may be taken as a sample, the super-Zeppelins 
of which the world has heard so much ave as 
useless and vulnerable engines of war as their 
smaller predecessors. They killed two persons 
and wounded 13, damaged a couple of dozen 
houses, smashed a water main and ended the 
earthly careers of three horses. ‘Not a single sol- 
dier was hurt nor was any military damage ac- 
complished. 

Such an assault would be rather ludicrous, even 
if it had cost the Germans nothing. As a matter 
of fact, one of their finest new dirigibles was hit 
by a shell from an anti-aircraft gun and crashed 
to the earth in flames with the charred bodies of 
her crew. It is estimated that these new airships 
cost $600,000 apiece; certainly it takes months to 
build one or to train the crew of 35 men to man- 
age it. England would welcome a raid every night 
on such terms. 


ON ENGLISH SOIL. 


Pittsburg Gazette-Times: A news dispatch 
describing the fate of the 18 Germans who manned 
the Zeppelin shot down over London early Sunday 
morning remarks that “they were the first Ger- 
mans to die in action on English soil since the 
war began.”

“FT HE styles are very much the 
same as last season, only 

more s0—much more so”’— 
is the way one of Fashion’s emis- 
saries, otherwise buyer for a vast 
department store expressed an idea 
which is reiterated by her colleagues, 
The changes are not radical, but lines 
and motifs already introduced appear 
very much more pronounced and em- 
phasized.

Sleeves when long reach down over 
the hand and button closely, mos- 
quitaire *fashion. And when they are 
short, they disappear altogether. 

The effort toward straight lines 
from shoulder to hip is effected and 
exaggerated by what is called the 
barrel girdle; when made of fur, it 
is the muff belt. 

A eonscientious attempt was made 
by the fashion makers, so the author- 
ities tell us, to modify the shortness 
of skirts. But the spirit of rebellion, 
abroad in the world, seems to have 
penetrated Fashion’s realm as well, 
and the wearer, at this late day, is 
demanding to have something to say 
about her sartorial fate. “A short 
skirt when it is less than six inches 
from the ground is awkward and 
dowdy. If it cannot sweep wide and 
bouyantly, no use in its being short. 
So there!” is the ultimatum. The 
Russian influence, popular enough a 
season ago, is positively ubiquitous 
now. It appears in the tall Cossack 
turban, the sweeping skirts and the 
belted blouses. Barbaric glitter be- 
loved of the Slavs characterizes many 
of the evening gowns, and embroider- 
ies done in coarse wools, cottons or 
beads in crude, primary colors by 
poor peasants of the Near East are 
finding high favor as trimming of the 
smartest new gowns, suits and hats. 

To say that Fashion is offering only 


enlargements upon ideas already pre-

sented does not mean she has nothing 
new to offer. There are countless 
variations and elaborations of the es- 
sential lines and contours. In fabrics 
she has let her fancy run riot. The 
Simplest tailor-made may be a rich 
affair in one of the mossy-textured 
cloths such as duvetyne, velour or 
Bolivia. Then there are woolens 
}that have the texture of silk or of 
fur; others that are like suede, and 
& popular material well named peau 
de peche. 

Sport suits appear in wool la jerz. The 
summer's vogue of silk jersey also will 
continue in sport blouses. Evening frocks 
depend almost entirely upon lines and 
materials for their charm. Bouffant ef- 
fects about thé hips are not so notice- 
able, straight lines from shoulder to hem 
being desired. Heavy, rich materials, 


such as cloth-of-gold, duchesse satin, 
twilled silks and fabrics thickly sewn 
with paillettes form the body of many 
evening frocks, transparent stuffs added 
only in touches to soften but not destroy 
the outline. And who will say that 
straight lines, tapering outward and 
downward from the waist will not be 
welcome after the bunchy effects that 
made last year’s belles look like rag 
dolls, their figures lost in masses of 
fluff? 

Flimsy stuffs are sewn with sequins as 
closely as the scales on a fish and yards 
and yards of the glittering fabric are 
used where formerly they were applied 
aa preciously as jewels. A black and 
white evening gown in one shop is built 
entirely of pailettes, white crystals form- 
ing the bodice and sparkling black the 
skirt, with ruffles of black tulle peeping 
out from beneath the skirt at the sides. 

Likewise in color fashion indulges her- 
self extravagantly. Black gowns, dark 
blue serge and the severest tallored suits 
must break out some place with a dash 
of vivid color, be it in the just men- 
tioned popular embroidery, the lining 
o: the coat or the blouse which finishes 
the suit. Blouses may be delicately 
tinted, but they must show a touch of 
coler, a contrasting border of collar or 
waistcoat, or an embroidery of vivid 
chalk or erystal beads. There are dainty 
white blouses as of yore but the dressier 
blouses are of colored chiffons. The sport 
blouse is of riotously striped silk jersey. 

A shortage of dyestuffs is a false 
alarm or else, as is more likely, it re- 
quires more than a naval blockade to 
thwart fashjon’s ends. Some of the 
new shades are Burgundy, prunelle 


y and grape, which are tones of purple; 
walnut brown, -haricot rouge, which 
is a warm red the color of the kid- 
ney bean; channel green, Italian 
gray, tornado blue and a brownish 
yellow called honey color. 

Of course the Russian influence de- 
mands a lavish use of fur. One feels 
impelled to refer to a reliable natural 
history library to verify the genesis 
of some of these furs. Some mighty 
strange names are applied to some 
mighty familiar looking furs. One 
suit is inordinately expressive be- 
cause it is embellished with “flying 
squirrel.” It has a wide shoulder 
cape, deep pelican cuffs and pockets 
of this rare fur. 

The origin of ermine blonde. it is 
admitted can be traced to the humble 
weagel, 

And when fur does not seem to an- 
swer to any other name they call it 
kolinsky. 

Kolinsky somehow never looks the 
game. It appears in a multiplicity of 
colors and textures. Moleskin as- 
sumes various hues and disguises, 
but then mole does have a chamele- 
onic quality, seeming to take its color 
or at least blend with all the grays, 
purples and heather mixtures. 

Though Russian in character, 
coat suit sometimes dispenses with that 
essential of the blouse the belt, and a 
distinguishing feature of the new modes 
is the unusual twists taken on by the 
belt when it is used. Often it becomes a 
long scarf which crosses in front and 
ties in the back. Some of the Cossack 
coats are belted in front, but not in the 
back. When the full skirt is attached 
to the waist without sign of a belt, it 
approaches the lines of a polonaise. The 
polonaise is popular in the new satin 
and serge with satin combined, trot- 
teur suits. 

A whim ef fashion is to take comimon, 
every-day blue serge, despised of board- 
ing .school days and dependence of 
other institutional uniforms, and make 
it the most desirable material for the 
smartest trotteur suits. Before the 
snow flies and later, underneath the 
great coat, nothing is to be so popular 
as the serge frock—satin being its 
closest runner up. 

Restaurant gowns occupy an im- 
portant place in the wardrobe of the 
modern maid in anticipation of the 
downtown tea, the dansant and din- 
ner dance. The continued popularity 
of Georgette crepe for these demi- 
toilettes must not be overlooked. A 
new material called Georgine, which 
is a trifle heavier than Georgette, will 
prove a worthy successor, although 
the durability and applicability of 
both have well stood the test. 

The great coat, by the way, never 
has appeared in so varied and attract- 
ive a form. A popular model has the 
monk’s cape, which may te turned 
into a cowl. ' 

A separate chapter might 
voted to the new evening

In hats fashion has indulged in an- 
other whim of simplicity. Almost no 
trimming at all distinguishes the hat of 
the season.

It 
assumes many modifications. It may.be 
tall or flat, soft or stiff, but usually it 
is made of velvet. 

The tricorne also is a favorite model, 
but assumes so many variations that 
often it is scarcely recognizable as such. 
With a long sweep outward toward the 
back or a swallow-like sweep from side 
to side, it still is known as the tricorne, 

Wide hat brims, when not perfectly 
flat, are inclined to droop down on either 
side, suggesting the poke, or they turn 
up abruptly in front, the fashion of 
turning the brim up at the back being 
completely outworn. The large hat may 
have a rather high crown or it may have 
no crown at all, as in the case of the 
mandarin hat. 

The cogsack turban is most frequently 
simulated in a wide fluting of velvet. 
Then there are many round, close-fitting 
turbans, many hats of draped velvet and 
a visored cap which does not resemble 
the jockey cap of earlier in the season 
so much as the Kaiser’s bonnet. 

No longer do they speak of the trim- 
}ming of a hat. It is the decoration, and 
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one would think from their sparsity the 
decorations were as precious, as dearly 
bought, as those military decorations 
bestowed upon heroes. Perhaps a mill- 
tary influence has guided the creators of 
hat trimmings, for one notices a good 
deal of gold braid and bullion, touches 
of color in stripes suggesting service 
bars, rosettes and embroidered motifs at 
which you have to look twice to see 
whether or not it is a military emblem. 
Whether a heart-shaped medalion, 
pierced with a gtit arrow, is suggestive 
of peace or war is a matter for cenjec- 
ture, but one hat brim was held up in 
front with this significant device. Some 
of the decorations are worth their weight 
in gold, particularly when gold thread 
is used in their construction, but it must 
be admitted it looks as if the junk 
heap and serap iron dump had been 
drawn upon for the material of some of 
the smartest medalions, garnitures, 
cockades and nosegays. Tin, iren, bits 
of wood, wampum beads, are distin- 

ishable if one examines too closely the 
precious ornament. 

Indeed, it is not difficult to believe, 
as announced by the saleswoman, to 
add influenee to the sale of some of 
these objects that this or that medal- 
lion is the handiwork of a soldier in 
the French trenches—and made of 
such materials as were within his 
arm’s reach. 

The sole decoration of ome very 
smart imported chapeau built on Cos- 
sack turban lines was a ribbon band 
clasped with the metal hook of an o-- 
dinary dog leash. When it comes to 
inquiring into the cost of the new 
hats, cherish no fond hopes inspired 
by the sparcity of trimming, Mme. 
Economist. 

“It is not costly tissues and fine 
feathers that make a hat,” to quote 
an authority. “It is something far 
more costly—art, the art of creating 
a perfect shape and of poising a mere 
nothing of trimming.” 

A feature that is difficult to ee 
fy, both the millinery and fur depart- 
ment claiming it, is the matched sets 
of hat, collar, scarf or cape, bag and 
muff. Cloth, velvet fur and combina- 
tion of all three materials, but com- 
plicate the matter of classification. 

The millinery and specialty shops 
appear to have about won the argu- 
ment, however, and some clever tricks 
that must have exhausted the ingen- 
uity of many a designer are evolved 
into these matched sets. 

To make a hat of material out of 
which a muff, land bag and scarf 
may be constructed preserving ap- 
propriateness throughout requires ay 
good deal of thought and is quite a 
feat when accomplished. 

The result usually is something 
particularly original, to say nothing 
of exclusive; for in these machine- 
made days individuality and distinc- 
tiveness are the qualities most dearly 
sought after and paid for. 

Nor need the woman who hopes to 
make last year's costume ‘“‘do,” be 
encouraged by reading that there are 
no radical changes of style. Your 
last year’s costume may possess the 
main essential features, but there are 
the changes of detail no woman fails 
to detect. As a happy ending to this 
tale, however, there is the assurance 
that ready-to-wear clothes are lower 
in price.

The 
force if this gale can be imagined when 
it is stated that over © patrol vegsels 
suffered damage and two were lost wiih 
all hands. Forever on ceaseiess watch, 
ready at all times to render protection 
to peaceful merchantmen sailing the 
high seas and to attack the enenv ut 
sight, these small craft have kept the 
sea in calm and storm and shown their 
supreme value.as a fighting unit of the 
British navy. During this gale an in- 
credible number of ships were lost, and 
the loss of life was appalling. Vessels 
were cast high and dry on the shore 
a considerable distance inland. Others 
were hurled and smashed on the rocks. 
The story of the attempt to save the 
Van Stirum and bring her into port is 
characteristic of the pluck, pertinacity 
and endurance of the auxillary crew. 
On the morning of Dec. 26 one of the 
patrol vessels which had discovered the 
Van Stirum lowered a boat with four 
hands in order to pass a hawser on 
board and tow her into port. The un- 
dertaking was fraught with the great- 
est danger. Enormous seas were break- 
ing over the vessel and she was lurch- 
ing heavily. Nothing daunted, these 
four men pulled to the derelict and 
clambered on board. No sooner had the 
last man hauled himself up on one of 
the swinging boats’ falls than their lit- 
tle boat was smashed to pieces against 
the ship’s side and immediately sunk. A 
wild picture met their gaze when they 
were able to look round. The vessel 
had been torpedoed abreast of the en- 
gine room. The engines had been 
blown by the force of the explosion to 
the starboard side of the vessel. En- 
gine room and stokehold were full of 
water. The chart office on the bridge 
was then explored. Here everything 
was found intact—a strange contrast 
with the desolation outside. There was 
a chart on the table marked off to a 
position at which the vessel should have 
arrived at noon on the previous day. A 
still stranger sight met them on enter- 
ing the saloon. The tables had all been 
laid for the Christmas dinner which was 
never eaten. 


Vain Effort to Save 
Wounded Merchantman 


HE little party of four then set 
to work in earnest and success- 
fully passed a five-inch hawser 

from the port bow to the attendant 
trawler; but, as the derelict’s steering 
gear had been jammed she became un- 
controllable. 
Another trawler then closed on the 
derelict and successfully managed to 
take a wire and keep her in position 
while the first trawler towed. Shortly 
Leader warned all vessels to clear and 
afterward the wire parted, and another 
effort—again unsuccessful—was made to 
take a rope from the port quarter.

DS MOVING FIRM 
ORGANIZE TO FIGHT 
LARGER GONGER 


Independents Allege That 
“Trust” Is Using Union to 
Try to Destroy Them. 


The Independent Moving Associa- 
tion has been organized by 25 small 
moving firms to fight the St. Louls 
Furniture Movers’ Association, com- 
posed of 22 of the larger firms, which 
came to an understanding a few days 
ago with striking employes, allowed 
them a small increase of wages and 
announced an advance of 25 yer cent 
in moving charges. 

The St. Louis association, which is 
characterized by the independents as 
a “Moving Trust.” will hereafter 
charge by the hour. The independent 
companies want to continue charg- 
ing by the load, but the employes’ 
union is demanding that they sign an 
agreement which it is said will re- 
quire them to pay higher wages for 
members of the union working on 
the load basis than the big companies 
have to pay the same men working 
on the hour basis. -The independents 
allege that the “trust” is trying to 
destroy the independents and is using 
the union for that purpose. 

The independents say thcy prefer 
to employ union labor and are will- 
ing to pay the union scale but they 
are not willing to pay more than is 
required of the big movers. 

Says Cost Will Nearly Double. 

D. Keiner of 215 South Fourteenth 
street says the plan of charging by 
the hour will nearly double the cost 
of moving. The independents, he 
Says, now .move an oardinary. house- 
hold from one second floor to another 
for $6, while the cost, if charged by 
the hour, would be $10.40. 

' The new contract, which the big mov- 
ers signed, provides that when mov- 
ing is done on the hour basis, the scale 
for chauffeurs shall begin at 30 cents 
an hour, while if it is done by the load 
or contract the scale shall begin at 42 
cents an hour. The new contract calis 
for a 10%-hour day, while the contract 
with the independents calls for 10-hour 
day. Computed by the week, the inde- 
pendents say, their contract, signed De 
fore the big movers arbitrated the strike, 


‘|ecalled for wages of chauffeurs of $20.50 


a week, while the new contract provides 
for only $18.90. 
Officers Are Elected. 

The independents elected D. Keiner 
president and F. C. Baker secretary and 
treasurer, and appointed Membership 
and Law Committees. The latter will 
engage counsel to enjoin the enforce- 
ment of the new contract. The 2 in- 
dependents at the meeting signed an 
agreement to employ union men, but 
not to be bound by the hour system. 

Coyne, secretary of the employes 
union, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that while the contract with the big 
companies calls for 10% hours, it does 
not mean what it says, because the men 
are to be paid for only 10 hours. Ac- 
cording to his statement the scale of 
chauffeurs under the néw contract would 
begin at $18, instead of $18.90. 


MANY JAPANESE BABIES SENT 
HOME FROM U, S. 10 BE REARED 


“Carrier:” Take Them From Califor- 
nia to Nippon Five to Fifteen 
at a Time, 
TOKIO, Sept. 9.—Attention is being 
called here to the growing success of 
what is known as the “baby carrier’ 


Japan. The essence of the idea is the 
bringing to Japan of Japanese babies 
born in the United States in order that 
they may be brought up in this coun- 
try and receive their education here. 

Over 3000 babies, it is estimated, are 
born every year to Japanese families 
in California. Many families are anx- 
ious to have their children reared in 
Japan, but are financially unable — to 
bring the babies home. Consequently 
hundreds of babies are brought here by 
carriers. On each trip the carrier—a 
Japanese man or a Japanese man with 
his wife—brings from five to babies 
and distributes them in all parts of th: 
empire, usually at the homes of the 
grandparents. Masumi Yoshimi, one of 
those who conceived the carrier project, 
says he does not find the work trouble- 
some. 

‘“*The only danger,’’ he said, ‘‘is mix- 
ing up the babies, but I have solved 
that by keeping an identification card 
constantly tied around the neck of each 
child.”’

in the present campaign. After appar- 


jently giving up the fight in Iowa, when 


the last Legislature overwhelmingly 
ruled out liquor on every question raised, 
the liquor interests have come back 80 
determinedly that the fate of the pro- 
posed prohibition amendment, -which 
must pass the next General Assembly 
before it can be submitted to the voters, 
is very doubtful. The ministers are tak- 
ing an active part in the campaign, and 
almost to a unit they are supporting the 
Democratic candidate for Governor, EB. 
T. Meredith of Des Moines, who is run- 
ning on a platform so dry that many 
thousands of wet Democrats are desert- 
ing him for the Republican candidate, 
W. T. Harding of Sioux City, the mein- 
stay of the wets during his two terms 
as Lieutenant-Governor. Every Meth- 
odist conference in Iowa has gone on 
record as strongly opposing Harding. 
The pastor of Harding's Methodist 
church, the president of his alma mate 
and other ministers are leading in the 
fight to defeat him. Bishop Homer C, 
Stuntz of the Iowa-Nebraska Methodist 
conference is taking an active part in 
the campaign to defeat Harding. A pub- 
lication by the ministers of Des Moines 
showed that Harding opposed in the Sen- 
ate every dry measure submitted in the 
last four years. 

Heretofore the Republican party 
has been unreservedly dry, while the 
Democratic machine has been tinqual- 
ifiedly wet. Harding, the lone wet 
candidate in both parties, won the 
Republican nomination over three dry 
Republicans by injecting the road is- 
sue into the campaign and stampeding 
Meredith 
was given the nomination without 
opposition, but in taking it he de- 
clared that he was “the dryest of the 
drys,” and that he would even go so 
far-as to sign a bill prohibiting the 
shipment of liquor into Iowa for per- 
sonal use. Th‘s announcement drove 
many Democrats of the eastern part 
of the State to’ vote for Harding. 
Democratic leaders estimate that 
20,000 wet Democrats voted for Hard- 
ing in the primaries, and that in the 
fall election this number will be in- 
creased to 80,000 or 35,000. On the 
other hand Meredith is being sup- 
ported by thousands of dry Republi- 
cans, but inorder to win he must 
overcome a natural Republican ma- 
jority. Two years ago it was 25,000 
though _normally it is even more, 
Therefore he must poll at least 50,000 
dry Republican votes to win. Many 
politicians think it will come to pass. 

Four of the largest Republicans in 
the State and scores of smaller Re- 
publican papers are supporting Mere- 
dith. One or two Democratic papers 
have seceded but otherwise they are 
holding firm. When the two United 
States Senators came outin support of 
Harding, urging party harmony above 
all else, they were soundly denounced 
by the Republican newspapers sup- 
porting Meredith. 

A tremendous fight is being made 
to discredit the prohibition law now 
in force. Whole trainloads of liquor 
have been shipped into Iowa under the 
laws permitting personal shipments. 
Fictitious addresses are used, and the 
bootleggers are doing a_ thriving 
business. A consignee is being pro- 
duced for every shipment of liquor 
arriving, though! sometimes bungling 
undoes the sharp work of the boot- 
leggers. One Such shipment came ad- 
dressed to an unknown person who 
gave his street address as that of the 
Methodist minister who is leading the 
fight for the drys. 

Six months ago the drys were con- 
fident that the fight had been won. 
Today their alarm borders on panic. 


Fitzgerald Expects to Give Lodge a 
Run in Bay State, 

BOSTON, Sept. 9.—For the first 
time in its history Massachusetts will 
on Nov. 7 choose a United States Sen- 
ator. by popular election. Until this 
year the Legislature has saved the 
people the trouble, and in conse- 
quence no Democrat has ever held the 
office. Although the State primaries 
have not been held, everybody knows 
who the candidates will be as they 
have no opponents for their respec- 
tive nominations. 

Senator Henry Cabot Lodge _ will 
seek re-election. John F. Fitzgerald, 
Democrat, former Representative in 
Congress and former Mayor of Bos- 
ton, will endeavor to defeat him. 

Senator Lodge feels certain of win- 
ning, @nd many share with him his 
feeling of confidence. Fitzgerald in 
sists that it won’t be so easy for 
Lodge after he (Fitzgerald) gets on 
the stump and discusses Lodge’s rec- 
ord. Fitzgerald is a fighter. In Bos.

But 
Boston is a Democratic city and Mas- 
sassachusetts is a Republican State. 

“The people of Massachusetts be- 
lieve in the eight-hour law, the child 
labor law, the workingman’s compen- 
sation act, the rural credits act, the 
Federal reserve act—and Lodge has 
voted against them,” Fitzgerald says.

FEATURE IN MAINE 
VOTE TOMORROW 


|Governor, Two U. S. Senators} 


and Four Mémbers of Con- 
gress Will Be Elected. 


PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 9.—Political 
conditions have created a widespread 
interest in the general election in Maine, 
the earliest to be held in the country 
and always regarded by politicians as a 
possible forecast of the national vote 
for President. The voters will go to the 
polls on Monday to ballot for two United 
States Senators, four members of Con- 
gress, Governor, State Auditor and 
members of the Legislature. In addi- 
tion théy will decide by referendum 
whether to indorsée the bills passed by 
the Legislature to limit the labor of 
women and children to 54 hours a week 
and to provide for State aid in the 
building of bridges. 

The destination of the Progressive 
party vote, released by the decision of 
the party leaders not to maintain a sep- 
arate ticket, is the key to the situation. 
Although the Republicans are confident 
that practically all of the Progressives 
will return to their former affiliation, 
the Democrats dispute the contention 
and have made vigorous efforts to at- 
tract the Progressives. 

In thé last presidential year the Pro- 
gressives cast 48,495 votes for Roosevelt, 
while Taft received 26,545 and Wilson 
carried the State with 61,113. In the 
State campaign for 1914 the Democrats 
again were victorious, electing Oakley 
C. Curtis as Governor with a vote of 
62,076 to 58,887 for the Republican candi- 
date and 18,226 for the Progressive nom- 
inee. The Republicans in each, year 
elected three members of Congress anf 
the Democrats one, 

State Issues Subordinated. 
In recognition of the unusual situa- 
tion state issues were almost eritirely 
subordinated in the campaign this year. 
National leaders of the Democratic and 
Republican parties bombarded: the State 
with their heaviest artillery, mobilized 
to an extent unequaled in this State 
since the memorable year when James 
G. Blaine of Maine was a candidate for 
President. 
President Wilson did not come here. 
but campaign addresses were made by 
several members of his Cabinet, Demo- 
cratic Senators and members of the 
House and others prominent itn the 
party. The Republicans sent many of 
their strongest speakers and arranged 
as a climax addresses by Theodore 
Roosevelt last week and by théir na- 
tional standard-bearer, Charles Bb. 
Hughes, in the final week of the con- 
test. 
On both sides the record of the Wil- 
son administration formed the central 
topic of nearly every speéch. The 
Democrats dwelt chiefly on the fact 
that the country had been kept out of 
war and on the prevailing prosperity. 
The Republicans directed their heaviest 
attacks against the Democratic tariff 
policy and the President's conduct of 
Mexican and Buropean problems. 
In opposition to Gov. Curtis, who 
seeks re-election, the Republicans nom- 
inated Carl BE. Milliken of Island Falls, 
former. president of the State Senate 
and known as a “Roosevelt Republican.” 
For Senator the Democrats renominated 
Charlies F. Johnson for the full term 
and named Kenneth C. M. Sills, dean of 
Bowdoin College, as their candidate to 
succeed the late Senator Edwin C. Bur- 
leigh (Republican) for the term expir-- 
ing in 1919. The Republican nominees 
for Senator are Frederick Hale of Port- 
land, son of former Senator Eugene 
Hale, in opposition to Senator Johnson 
and former Governor Bert M. Fernald 
of Poland for the short term. 

Candidates for Congress. 

Congressman John A. Peters (Re- 
publican) and Daniel J. McGillicuddy 
(Democrat) are candidates for re- 
election, being opposed respectively 
by John E. Bunker of Bar Harbor 
(Democrat) and Wallace H. White 
Jr. of Lewiston. The other nominees 
for Congress are: Republican, Louis 
B. Goodall of Sanford and Ira G. Her- 
sey of Houlton; Democratic, Lamont 
A. Stevens of Wells and Leonard A. 
Pierce of Houlton. State Auditor J. 
Edward Sullivan (Democrat) is op- 
posed for re-election by Roy IL 
Wardwell of Augusta, Republican. 

An interesting feature of the elec- 
tion will be the participation by 
members of the Maine National Guard 
now serving on the Mexican border. 
Fourteen hundred ballots have been 
sent to Col. Frank M. Hume, in com- 
mand of the Second Regiment, who 
will supervise the voting. In Heu 
of the usual Australian ballot and 
check list procedure, the law re- 
quires that each guardsman must 
sign his name to his ballot. 

In the conduct of thé campaign 
committees of both parties have gone 
back to long discontinued customs of 
older days. Torchlight parades and 
similar demonstrations have been 
common. Nothing has been neglected 
which it was thought would serves 
to stimulate interest among the vot- 


ers.

Months 
party conventions were held, at which 
Gen. McClellan and President Lincoln 
were respectively nominated, calls were 
issued for the assembling of conventions 
to place before the people a candidate 
in opposition to the President. One of 
these calls, the one which eventuated 
in the nomination of Gen. Fremont, pro- 
vided for a convention at Cleveland. The 
committee -which issued this call de- 
nounced ‘‘the imbecile and vacillating 
policy of the administration” in the 
conduct of the war, and asserted that 
“the honor and dignity of the nation 
had been sacrificed.” (Vol. 9, p. 90.) 

One of the signers of this call was 
Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stanton, who, in 
‘a letter written by her to the committee 
which was promoting the movement, 
stated that the committee had “lifted 
politics into the sphere of morals and 
religion,’’ and had ‘‘made it the duty of 
all true men and women to unite with 
trem in building up the new nation.” 
(p 31.) 

Lincoln Called “Craven and Laggard.” 

Still another call, issued by some of 
M: Lincoln's opponents, asserted the 
cuty “‘to resist the swelling invasion of 
an open, shameless and unrestricted 
patronage, which threatens to engulf 
urder its destructive wave the rights of 
the people, the liberty and dignity of 
the nation.”’ (p. 31.) 

Still another call, issued at about the 
same time, demanded “integrity and 
economy in the administration of gov- 
ermment.”’ (p. 32.) 

The opponents of Mr. Lincoln were no 
mcre harmonious at that time as to 
what were the specific faults of the 
President, nor as to the reasons for 
deeming him unfit for another term, 
thun ars the present opponents of Mr. 
Wilson. One considerable pcrtion of the 
pe: ple called him “‘a craven and a lag- 
gard;”” while another portion charged 
him with ‘going entirely too fast and 
wo far.” 

Wendell Phillips, than whom no more 
honest and determined friend of liberty 
ever lived, was among the men who 
from time to time indulged in the above 
and similar abusive language regarding 
Mr. Lincoln. Phillips advised the Cleve- 
land convention, in order to insure Lin- 
coln’s defeat, to nominate ‘“‘a statesman 
and a patriot.”,. He predicted the ‘‘dir- 
est results from four more years of 
Lincoln’s admihistration;’” and called 
Lincoln’s policy “a nerveless policy.*’ 
(p. 37.) “If Lincoln is re-elected,” he 
wrote, “‘we shall have a government ac- 
customed to despotic power for eight 
years, a fearful peril to democratic in- 
stitutions.”” Again, this most earnest of 
the advocates of the abolition of slav- 
ery wrote: “The administration I re- 
gard as a CIVIL AND MILITARY 
FAILURE, and its avowed policy ruin- 
ous to the North in every point of view. 
Mr. Lincoln may wish the end—peace 
and freedom—but he is wholly unwilling 
to use the means which can secure that 
end’’—meaning the freéing of the slaves 
‘If Mr. Lincoln is re-elected, I do not 
expect to see the Union reconstructed 
in my day, unless on terms more disas- 
trous to liberty than even disunion 
would be.”” (pp. 37, 38.) 

“Weak Executive and Cabinet.” 

Lucius Robinson, who was afterwards 
Governor of New York, anticipated cry 
over 50 years the charges which Mr. 
Hughes in most of his speeches launch- 
es at Mr. Wilson, attacking in the 
strongest language the errors and blun- 
ders of ‘fa weak executive and Cabinet.’ 
(p. 38.) 

Gen. Fremont, in accepting the nomli- 
nation of the Cleveland convention, 
said, among other things: ‘This is not 
an ordinary election * *,* The ord!- 
nary rights secured under the Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the country have 
been violated, and extraordinary powera 
have been usurped by the executive. 
{* * *© Today we have in the country 
the abuses of a military dictation with- 
out its unity of action and vigor of exe- 
cution.” 

He concluded his speech with the fol- 
lowing assertion: “If Lincoln should be 
nominated (at Baltimore)—as I believe 
it would be fatal to the country to en- 
dorse a policy and renew a power which 
has cost us the lives of thousands of 
men and needlessly put the country in 
the road of bankruptcy—there will re- 
main no other alternative but to organ- 
ize against him every element of con- 
scientious opposition with the view to 
prevent the misfortune of his re-elec- 
tion.”” (pp. 41-2.) 


Later, when Fremont withdrew as a 
candidate, he used the following lan- 
guage: “I consider that his (Lincoln's) 
administration has been politically, mil- 
itarily and financially a failure,” and 
he declared that Lincoln had divided 
the North “when he declared to the 
South that slavery should be protect- 
ed.’ (pp. 41-4) 

A radical, writing to James M. Ashley 
of Ohio; insisted that “‘he wanted no 
more of a President who had not 
crushed a rebellion in four years.” 
(p. 62.) . 

“Neo Change Cam Be for Worse.” 

Even Judge Chase, at the time Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, did not hesitate to 
make the following lugubriovs predio- 
tions as to the outcome of the conven-

Detroit rejoiced yesterday in the 
idea that it was nearly as large as 
St. Louis, and might overtake this 
city in the population race by 1920. 
The reason for the jubilation was the 
appearance of a new city directory 
containing the publishers’ estimate of 
the population of Detroit as 820,778, 
and claiming fifth rank—next to St.

Republican Attack Shifted. 

An eleventh hour development was 
the shifting of the Republicans’attack 
f-om the administration's foreign pol- 
icy in particular to the tariff question. 
At the campaign opening Republican 
speakers, notably Theodore Roosevelt, 
bitterly assailed the President’s con- 
duct of international affairs. 

Democratic leaders, -Josephus Dan- 
fels, Secretary of the Navy; Newton 
D. Baker, Secretary of War; William | 
B. Wilson, Sécretary of War; William 
Thomas W. Gregory, the Attorney- 
General, generally stood “pat” on 
the accomplishments of the admin- 
istration and kept always to the front 
the present prosperity and their claim 
that the President had kept the coun- 


try out of war. 


his demand for the protection of 
American lives and property, protec- 
tion of American industries and as- 
serted ‘that the latter were in grave 
danger under the present laws from 
abnormal competition. with Europe 
after the war is ended. : 
Today he launched an attack on

There was a disposition in both parties 
tonight to hedge when it came to giving 
the exact figures of the vote that would 
be accepted as significant from a nation- 
al standpoint.

Of the 
present Maine delegation in the Nation- 
al House, three are Kepublican and one 
Democratic. One United States Sen- 
ator is Democratic and a vacancy 
caused by the death of Senator Burleigh. 

Gov. Curtis, who seeks re-election, is 
a Democrat. 

The most direct attack by Mr. Hughes 
made on President Wilson's action in 
urging the passage of the eight-hour 
bill to prevent a railway strike was in 
the speech he made here. 

Denouncing the President’s “surrender 
to the rule of force,’’ Hughes said, amid 
applause: “‘Now, it is said that that 
was the only course that could be taken 
to avert a strike. What an extraordi- 
nary excuse, what a craven apology. 
Where shall we stand? How much shall 
we surrender? Where are we going to 
draw the line? | 

“Are we to yield and yield and yield 
simply according to a pressure becausc 
of the very fact of the pressure itself” 
Is it the attitude in this free Govern- 
ment that ff force js applied simply be- 
cause it is applied, we must, surrender 
to it? That is not yet necessary in 
American life, and if we stand firm, »y 
the help cf God it never will be. 

‘We must maintain fundamental priti- 
ciples. We have our differences as to 
policies of course, and we have our 
debates as to candidates, but there are 
fundamental principles of our institu- 
tions In which reason and public judg- 
ment have entered that cannot be sur- 
rendered, and therefore I say that it is 
unworthy to suggest as an excuse for 
action that otherwise we should be ter- 
rorized. The American public is not to 
be terrorized in that way. But TI do say 
this: that if the executive had stood 
firmly for the principle of arbitration, 
prompt, firm and fair; had stood firmly 
for investigation before action—prompt, 
thorough and fair investigation—and 
turned the whole weight of public opin- 
ion in favor of these principles, there 
would have been no strike. 

“Our friends, the workingmen, are not 
so insensible as would be supposed by 
the arguments adduced—as they are as- 
sumed to be. They are not so unreason-.- 
able as to fly in the face of a determined 
and authoritative expression of the pub- 
lic opinion of this country.”

Mayor Fred Mollman of East St.

Ths Mayor then obtained a 
grip on the reporter's tie with one 
hand and slapped at him with the 
other, inflicting a slight scratch on 
the reporter's chin. Ahearn then 
pulled the Mayor away, and Anderson 
departed. 


Dislike “Entirely Personal.” 
Another reporter for the Post-Dts- 


patch called on the Mayor last night 
to ask him what it was all about. The 
Mayor said that his dislike for An- 
derson was entirely personal and was 
not based on news stories published. 
He said Anderson maintained atti- 
tude which was personally objection- 
able, that Anderson seemed to be per- 
sonally antagonistic to him. 

The Mayor denied that an expose of 
public gambling by Anderson Was re- 
sponsible for his feeling, and also de- 
nied that a story in yesterday’s Post- 
Dispatch regarding a judgment  ob- 
tained against the city of East St. Louis 
by the Illinois State Bank, with some 
of the officials of which the Mayor 
has a close relationship, caused it. 

He said that yesterday afternoon 
when he came out of his office Ander- 
son was standing near the door with 
a pair of scissors in his hand, and 
that Anderson said to him: “Mayor, 
I'll lip you yet.” The remark, the 
Mayor said, made him angry, and he 
grasped Andersdn by the collar. He 
said he was not sure whether he 
slapped him.

FALKENHAYN QUOTED AS TELLING 


KAISER OF DANGER OF DISASTER 


LONDON, Sept. 9.—“‘According to re- 
ports from Germany received at 
Berne,” says a dispatch to the Wire- 
less Press, “the dismissal of Gen. 
Erich von Falkenhayn as chief of the 
German general staff, was due to his 
suggestion of a complete change in 
Germany's war plans, which Emperor 
William indignafitly rejected. 

“Predicting the. complete downfall 
of Bulgaria, as the result of converg- 
ing attacks from the north and south, 
and in the end a consequent interrup- 
tion of communications with Turkey, 
Gen. von Falkenhayn urged that the 
whole Balkan campaign be aban- 
doned, that the eastern line be short- 
ened and that the occupied territory 
in France be évacuated. 

“The General expressed the opinion 
that the transformation of German 
strategy into a purely defensive cam- 
paign on a shorter front would para- 
lyze the entente allies and make it 
impossible for them to crush Austro- 
German resistance unless they Yought 
with unlimited resources and then for 
years. Persistence in the present 
plan of campaign, he said, would lead 
to disaster. 

“Field Marshal von Hindenburg de- 
nounced this advice as childish, cow- 
ardly and unworthy of the Germans. 
Emperor William took Von Hinéden- 
burg’s view and dismissed Von Fa)- 
kenhayn.”

ITS NEW $5000 FIRE ENGINE 


Mayor and City Officials Take Ride 
on It—Insurance Rates to. Be 
Reduced a ‘'Phird. 


Webster Groves got a chance yester- 
day to look at its new $5000 fire engine 
for the first time. The Mayor climbed 
on the seat by the driver, an Alderman 
tooted the whistle and rang the bell, 
city officials and firemen got aboard 
for a ride, the speed iaws were handied 
with great recklessness, people along the 
way cheered and a general good time 
was had by all. 

Last night the Mayor, R. M. B. Tidd, 

declared that as a result of an entire 
reorganization of the Fire Department, 
insurance rates in the city would be re- 
duced one-third within the next few 
weeks. Assurantes to this effect had 
already been received from the State 
Insurance ‘Inspection Bureau, he said, 
and the newerates will give Webster 
Groves the least expensive insurance in 
St. Louis County. 
The city in March voted a $15,000 bond 
issue to establish a well-equipped, paid 
Fire Department. Besides the new en- 
gine, a combination chemical and hose 
motor truck, the department has an 
auto pump engine and two motor cars, 
There are 1200 water plu in the city. 


New Laws Regulating Business Ad- 
vocated by E. R. Johnson, 

A new set of laws to take the place 
of more than 50,000 Federal and State 
statutes regulating business is advo- 
cated ty E. R. Johnson, presidént of 
the Victor Talking Machine Co., in a 
recent article in which he also de- 
clares that the maintenance of stan- 
dardized fair prices is the public’s 
greatest protection against exorbitant 
prices. 

He answers the argument that 
standardized prices which could be 
maintained by law by manufacturers 
would mean higher prices by declar- 
ing that although the prices of labor, 
lumber, iron, brass, copper, leather, 


}shellac, have all increased tremen- 


dously, talking machines, automo- 
biles, watches, cameras, etc., are mar- 
keted. for the same or even lower 
prices. 

He cites the case of the Ford motor 
cars, where retail prices have always 
been fixed by the manufacturer, but 
have constantly been reduced from 
year to year. 

He also believes that honest adver- 
tising is one of the greatest aids to 
reasonable prices. Concerning this he 
says: 

“It has been gharged that .intenst- 
fied advertising of fixed prices can 
fool the public into paying more for 
an article than it is worth; but a firm 
investing large sums in advertising 
soon finds that it is creating a 4e- 
mand for its competitors to supply if 
its prices are not Axed in a reasonable 
proportion to the cost of production. 
Very few business men try to fool the 
public nowadays. Misrepresentation 
in advertising is a weak, foolish pol- 
icy and always brings disaster. Every 
honest enterprise. can be tremendous- 
ly developed and economized by ad- 
vertising which increases the turn- 
over at less cost than by any other 
method. Many worthy enterprises fail 
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‘from lack of advertising.”

The Board of Education in its cam- 
paign for a $3,000,000 bond issue for 
school buildings to be sutmitted at 
a special election Nov. 11, yesterday 


made public a summary of the find- 
ings of Dr. Charles Hybbard Judd, 
director of the School of Education of 
the University of Chicago, in the re- 
cently published survey of the St. 
Louis school system. 

Every department of the school sys- 
tem was investigated during the sur- 
vey, but special emphasis is laid on 
the need of more schools. 
ent school buildings, Dr. Judd says, 
are better than those of most cities of 
the country and cost more for their 


‘lupkeep, but it is recommended that 


the same type be maintained in the 
erection of new schools. 

A summary, by Dr. Charles Hub- 
bard Judd, director of the Schoo! of 
Education of the University of Chica- 
gu, of the recent survey of the St. 
Louis public school system under his 
supervision, which was filed with the 
Board of Education a week ago, was 
made public by the board today, in 
support of the board's campaign for 
a $3,000,000 bond issue for school 
buildings. This bond issue will be 
voted upon at a special election, Nov. 
11. 

All departments of the local school 
adminstration were investigated dur- 
ing the survey and the recommenda- 
tions of leading experts of the coun- 
try in this work are contained in Dr. 
Judd’s summary.

staff is very clear. The elementary 
schools in St. Louis should be given 
increased facilities for work. The high 
schools should not be curtailed. They 
should be extended in a number of di- 
rections and their work ought to be 
encouraged rather than limited.”

Dr. Judd says the school buildings 
of St. Louis are finer and more costly 
than in most cities and that more is 
spent for their upkeep and operation.

Behind in Building. 

“It is impressively evident,” he says, 
“that the city has fallen behind in re- 
cent years. in its building program 
and must in the immediate future 
take energetic steps to provide space 
for school activities. St. Louis must 
build ‘more schools at once.

From the point of view of the survey, 
Dr. Judd points out, judgment regarding 
financial policy can only be sound when 
it is basec on the broadest considera- 
tion of instructional efficiency. 

System Well Organized. 

The investigators found that the 
achool system is well organized and 
efficient, and its central offices more 
completely organized than most school 
systems, yet a more complete organiza- 
tioh and an extension of supervision are 
urged. 

In operating expenses the system is 
high in certain particulars, but in -the 
main inexpensive and below the average 
of its class. The high schools are ex- 
pensive, the cosmopolitan type of or- 
ganization which has been adopted be- 
ing of the most costly form. It aims to 
provide a very wide range of courses 
and to duplicate the whole program in 
each section of the city, resulting in 
‘the cost being high as compared with 
the elementary schools. 

Whether or not the high § schools 
should provide such elaborate courses 
of study cannot be discussed in a sur- 
vey, Dr, Judd says. The problem is a 
social and economic one and. must be 
solved by the citizens in view of their 
willingness or unwillingness to provide 
higher education in the high schools. 

The tendency to provide higher educa- 
tion at public expense is growing great- 
er-.every day, Dr, Judd says, and in 
many cities and states college courses 
are provided. -He says it seems prob- 
able, from a study of the genera! move- 
ment, that St. Louis will provide great. 
er rather than less opportunity for high- 
er education in the development of the 
schools. oe

HAS THE RIGHT 10 
INSTALL SIGNALS 


Counselor Holds in Opinion 
That Police Board Must Ac- 
cept System if Satisfactory. 


CAN’T SEEK ACCOUNTING 


Not Province of Commissioners, 
Says Lawyer, to Inquire Into 
Cost of Apparatus. 


Automatic renewal of contracts un- 
der which the Kinloch Telephone Co. 
furnishes telephone and signal sys- 
tems for the use of the Police Depart- 
ment and a long delay in installing 
apparatus which the city has pur- 
chased, are attributed by G. McD. 
Johns, superintendent of police and 
fre alarm telegraph, to the Police 
Board's failure to terminate the pres- 
ent agreement with the telephone 
company. 

Sturt. Jcl-ns told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday that the contract 
which the Police Board has with the 
Kinloch company provides that unless 
30 days’ notice of cancellation is given 
| bY the board, the contract for differ- 
ent “stations” is automatically ex- 
tended for another year. The term 
of the original contract was five 
years. 

The contract, as interpreted by City 
Counselor Daues, covers each of the 
'571 complete boxes or “stations” fur- 
nished and maintained by the Kinloch 
company. As the “stations” were in- 
stalled over a period of several weeks, 
‘the contract in each case has a differ- 
ent date of termination. Unless no- 
tice of cancellation is given a month 
in advance of each of these expira- 
tions that the Police Board intends 
to discontinue the -use of the appar- 
atus, it will be necessary, Johns says, 
to pay the company another year’s 
rental for each of the stations re- 
maining in service. 

Costs $3222.31 a Year. 

Johns says that the rental for each 
of 650 of the outfits, including flash 
signals, is $5.25 a year. For the other 
50 the Pvlice Board pays $5.50 each. 


switchboard apparatus brings the to- 
tal annual expenditure for the system 
to $3222.31 a year. 

Several months ago, Johns says, the 
Police Board was notified that the city 
intended to install a municipal system 
of telephones and flash signals.. Sam 
B. McPheeters and Thomas S. Maffit, 
then members of \the board, requested 
the Kinloch Telephone Co., to prepare 
a schedule showing the dates of expira- 
tion for each of its stations. This in- 
formation was not forthcoming, Johns 
says. 

When the Police Board two weeks ago 
proposed the cancellation of the contract 
with the Kinloch company, the motion 
was carried by the votes of Commission- 
ers McPheeters, Maffit and Sheehan. 
Walter D. Thompson, now chairman of 
the board, as successor to McPheeters, 
voted against terminating the contract. 
Commissioner Thompson is a director 
of the Kinloch Long Distance Telephone 
Co., which is affiliated with the local 
Kinloch company. 

Minutes Not Approved. 

After the reorganization of the Police 
Board, following the dismissal of Presi- 
dent McPheeters, and the resignation of 
Commissioner Maffitt, the minutes of 
the meeting at which the cancellation 
of the contract was voted were not ap- 
proved and have not been since. At last 
Friday’s meeting President Thompson 
announced that the board required more 
time to study the problem. Prior to the 
Friday’s meeting Supt. Johns and Comp- 
troller Player had written letters. to 
President Thompson informing him of 
the purchase of equipment by the city, 
of the installation of about 50 new sta- 
tions and of the purchase of a switch- 
board for the mounted police district. 

President Thompson last Thursday 
sent to Supt. Johns a written request 
for facts as to the saving which, it was 
held, the substitution of the municipal 
for the Kinloch company’s system would 
effect. Johns submitted Thompson’s let- 
ter to City Counselor Daues for an opin- 
ion as to whether the Police Board had 
any authority to refuse to accept the 
municipal system of telephones and 
flash signals or any control over ex- 


penditures for that purpose. 
Counselor Daues’ Opinion. 


In his opinion, made public yesterday, 
City Counselor Daues held that “‘it is 
the duty of the Police Department to use 
the apparatus which is furnished by the 
city,’’ so long as it is suitable and satis- 
factory. The city has the right to pro- 
vide the Police Department with a tele- 
graph system of its own and the Police 
Board is compelled to use what the city 
furnishes, the opinion says. 

On the subject of the Police 
Board’s right to question the outlay 
for the municipal system, City Coun- 
selor Daues wrote: 

“I am of the opinion that the Po- 
lice Department has no authority to 
demand an accounting of-the munici- 
pal officers as to the cost of the ap- 
paratus which is to be furnished to 
the Police Department by the city, it 
involving no cost or expenditure to 
the Police Department itself. The 
responsibility as to whether the ap- 
paratus is expensive or inexpensive, 
wisely of unwisely purchased, rests 
upon the proper officers of the city 
and not upon the Police Department.” 

Supt. Johns says that the cost ef 
the municipal system with which it 
is designed to replace the Kinloch 
company’s equipment, will be $16,750. 
Already $9790 of this amount has 
been expended in the purchase of 
apparatus, and in installing about 50 
stations in the “underground dis- 
trict.” Supt. Johns says that, after 
allowing 10 per cent for depreciation, 
,the municipal system will save about 
$2300 a year, compared with the 
rental now paid to the Kinloch com- 
pany.

Evans now wears the double crown, 
amateur and open. What more could 
mortal golfer desire? 

Never before had two such cham- 
pions as these western champions met 
in the final of this tournament and 
never before has any one on this side 
of the Atlantic held both titles. 


Almost as much credit belongs to 
the vanquished as the victor. Al- 
though too good a sport to make ex- 
cuses, it is a fact that Gardner was 
laboring under difficulties, not only 
with an affected finger that had 
been bandaged all week, but with a 
sore hand as well. 


Evans Has Early Lead. 


At no time in the match was Evans 
down after winning the first hole in 
3, a stroke under par, though on 
three occasions in the morning and 
once later on the playing Gardner 
managed to draw up on even terms. 
A spurt toward the end of the early 


round, however, wherein Chick won 
three of the last four holes, enabled 
him to gain an advantage of 3 up at 
the half-way point, and eat luncheon 
with a relish and a light heart. 

Considering the strain, the _ golf 
was good, though the scoring in some 
of the earlier matches during the 
week showed lower figures. With tha 
usual approximations Evans had a 
76 in the mores as against 79 for 
his opponent, while during the out- 
ward half later on Gardner reached 
the turn in 37, two strokes better 
than Evans, who then stood only 1 
up. At that point it looked like any- 
body’s match. 


Gardner’s Judgment Bad. 


Throughout the day Gardner gener- 
ally outdrove his man, but the differ- 
ence in yardage was not enough to 
make any difference on the second 
shots. Possibly on one or two occa- 
sions at least, Gardner erred in judg- 
ment, a case in point being at the 
seventeenth hole in the morning. This 
is 210 yards and against the wind it 
looked almost a full bang for anyone. 
Evans, havin the honor, took his 
brassie and hit a sweet ball, true as 
an arrow in its flight and ays egg | to 
rest not more than 12 feet of the flag 
‘That was one of the finest shots I 
ever saw,” remarked Jerome D. Trav- 
ers, former amateur and open cham- 
pion. 

Gardner then attempted to make 
the distance with a cleek and it was 
wapparent the way he put his back 
into the stroke that he was pressing, 
the ball being hooked into the rough. 


Great Chance Forfeited. 


Then again in the afternoon, at the 
twelfth, there was a cleek shot that 
cost Gardner dear. At the time the 
Hinsdale man stood only one down. 
He had the better drive and Evans 
playing the odd, found the side of the 
ditch a few yards off the green. It 
looked like an awkward situation and 
Gardner, who knew where Evans’ ball 
was, should have played it safe; in 
other words, kept away from the out- 
of-bounds territory on the right. That 
was just what he did not do. He sliced 
it ever so slightly, but on the baked- 
out turf the tall ran like a thing pos- 
sessed, finally trickling beyond the 
boundary. 

Even then he might have halved 
the hole, as Evans could not get bet- 
ter than 5, but Gardner, who had 
been with rare exceptions putting 
beautifully, failed on a four-footer 
and took 6. He became 2 down there

Evans’ Great Tee Shot. 


It was his tee shot at the short 
thirteenth.

E are not in this business

Neither drinks, 
smokes or chews tobacco, and she 
affectionately refers to them as 
“model boys.” 

Miss Tucker says she has never 
refereed a bout, but would not fear 
to do so, though she would not like 
to merely because she is a woman 
and would not like the notoriety 
that would attach on that account. 

“The most disagreeable thing about 
this business to me is when it is in- 
sisted that I be introduced to the 
crowd. I am in my brothers’ cor- 
ners because I can assist them and I 
am not interested beyond that. Fur- 
thermore, I do not swing. the towel, 
handle the sponge or anything of 
that sort. I just wajch them in the 
ring, and advise them when they 
come back to the corner between 
rounds. I understand boxing and 
know when they are doing well or 
otherwise. - They listen to me and 
follow my instructions.’ 

Mis Tucker is of slight, wiry build, 
about 5 feet 5 inches tall and weighs 
about 115 pounds. She boxes with 
both the boys, but never in public. 
Hlowever, she is always present in 
their training bouts and. exercises 
veneral supervision.

ISS TUCKER is a graduate of 
the Cherokee High school of 
Columbus, Kan. has attended 
the Gallaway College of Searcy, Ark.,

In a unique series of practical tests 
recently made at Washington, D. C., 
funder the direction of the Washing- 
ton Times Automobile Editor, the 
ability of the Allen in “ill-climb- 
ing,” “throttling down” and “get- 
away’ was emphasized.

The results were a» 
follows: Fourteen and three-fifths 
seconds were required to travel 528 
feet, when the speed was 27 miles 
an hour; a speed of 24 miles an hour 
in 123-5 seconds, and a pickup of 29 
miles an hour in 14 seconds fiat.

ABILITY OF “SIX” 


It took a Saxon to demonstrate to 
Uncle Sam‘s engineers that a six- 
cylinder motor car fs fit for the gruel- 
ling service of Pershing’s expedition 
in Mexico. 

Since the boys in khaki crossed the 
Rio Grande every motor truck sup- 
ply train has been pfloted by a four- 
cylinder motor car.

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RGANIZED IOWA 
FARMERS GET 10? 
PRICE FOR EGGS 


Type of Organization Susceptible 
of Enlargement to Advantage 
in Several Directions. 


A small group of farmers. near New 
Providence, Hardin County, Iowa, have 
heen selling their eggs for 24 cents a 


dozen threugh the summer while the 
rrevajling price in that -ommunity was 
cnly 18 cents. These farmers are memn- 
Lers of the Providence Ege Marketing 
Association, formed last May. This or- 
ganization, the second of its kind in the 
United States, was organized by Prof. 
It A. Bittenbener, extension poultryman 
for the Iowa Srate College. 

The plan is to unite its members for 
the production of eggs that ure of a 
superior quality when compared with 
the averaged farm-produced eggs. By 
having a high-grade uniform product 
and the selling machinery of the or- 
gurization to make good their guar- 
antee, there is no difficulty in obtain- 
ins) a premium of several cents a dozen 
in the market. 

Tronclad rules are laid down by the 
:sseciaticn ‘n order tu insure the pro- 
duction of first-class eggs. These rules 
prcvide for clean nests, for regular ,atn- 
ering of eggs—twice a day in warm 
weather—keeping eggs in a cool place 
while waiting to be marketed, anc two 
marketings a week in summer. No 
weshing of eggs is permitted, and all 
rales in the flock must be killed or 
ccorfined after the breeding season. 

Every egg sent out. by a member 
of the association must be stamped with 
the name or number of the member who 
sclls it. In this way every egg can 
be traced directly back to the farm 
t«m which it came. In case of com- 
plaint from purchasers it is easy for 
the association to fix the blame and to 
see that the loss is made good. This 
fczture provider all the machinery need- 
et to enforce the rules, the penalty for 
continued noncompliance being ouster 
cf the otfending member. 

The value of such associations grows 
as they become older, provided they 
are properly managed. The plan may 
also be made to include other activities 
o2 poultry riisers, aside from egg ma- 
keting. Enlarging such an association 
intc. a poultry club, fae same benefits 
cauld be obtained as in the case o 
cettle, horse or hog breeders’ assocfa- 
tin.s. One great advantage wouid phe 
tue elimination of the necessity of hav- 
ing to send off individually for so many 
breeding males. By supplying one anoth- 
«r with males every member could as- 
certain just «v,hat record is. back or 
every male offered. By proper manage- 
rasnt a few high-class males bought ev- 
ery thre? or four years would furnish 
=mple new blocd for the flocks of an 
entire néighborhood. Such a community, 
gicwing but one type of poultry, would 
r00n become known far and wide as a 
center for that breed and type and im 
a short time a good market would be 
established. In the case of growing 
poultry for meat, poultry packers 
would willingly pay a few cents above 
prevaling market prices if they could 
ccme into a community and obtain a 
car load.

How to Promote 
Production of Eggs 


Practically all hens will lay well dur- 
ing the spring season at least. Many 
poultry raisers are satisfied if they are 
getting eggs at that time of the year, 
but the hen that only lays in the spring 
is not profitable. It is the hen that layx 
at that time and also lays during the 
late summer and into the fall and win- 
ter that brings the pront. 

It is too much to expect for the aver- 
:se hen that she will lay the year 
around. Some exceptional record-break- 
ing hens have done this. 

Almost any hen will lay better during 
the spring and early part of summer if 
she is given extra care. She needs this 
the year around and she needs it es- 
pecially when she is In-ying. If she does 
not get extra care and feed she will not 
be able to stand up under heavy egg- 
production in summer. 

Of courge, there is no chance about 
a hen laying eggs. She lays because 
she has to and because she gets feed 
and care otherwise that result in more 
eggs. A hen that gets nothing but gratin 
during the hot weather and that is 
troubled with lice and mites will not 
lay during the summer; it is about as 
difficult to get most hens to lay in 
July, August and September as it is in 
the middle of the winter, but it can 
be done. A hen that lays 75 eggs a 
year is not profitable. A hen that lays 
150 eggs is at least twice as profitab:¢ 
as the hen that lays 100 eggs. It takes 
close to 100 eggs to put a hen’s egg 
production upon the profitable side of 
the ledger. There is no time in the 
year, therefore, when a hen should be 
more carefully handled in the matter of 
feed, water and sanitary quarters than 
right now. 

The hen should have a variety of 
grain feed, some meat feed, either in 
the form of meat scraps, skim milk or 
butter milk. She should have clean, 
cool, sanitary water, and plenty of it. 
The water is not merely good for the 
hen’s health, but it constitutes the 
larger part of the material in the eggs. 

Hens are now beginning to moult. 
After she actually begins moulting she 
will not lay ordinarily, but she will 
handsomely repay good care during that 
period, us it is a tax upon her conati- 
tution and the profit during the winter 
and spring depend in large measure 
upon the care she gets through the 
moulting period. Wheat, oats and milk 
are mighty good feed for a hen during 
the moulting season. She should be 
supplied with an abundance also of 
green feed, grit and shell. All of these 
help to make feathers. 
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How to Detect and 
Eradicate Parasites 


When fowls are dumpish, or peck 
and scratch their plumage, there is 
good reason to suspect the presence 
of parasites. 

The fight against lice and mites 
cannot be. begun too early in the 
spring. An early start will greatly 
simplify the problem for the rest of 
the spring and summer, since every 
one of the pests disposed of at the 
beginning of the season will mean 
thousands fewer to contend with lat- 
er on. 

There are eight or more distinct 
varieties of lice that commonly af- 
fect the domestic fowl during the 
daytime. At night they are attacked 
by the “bed bugs” of the poultry 
world, the red mites. 

In addition to external discomfort, 
lice and mites are often the cause of 
serious losses. lt takes constant 
lwatchfulness and work to keep poul- 
try quarters from these pests. 

To find out whether or not mites 
are present in the poultry house, pour 
kerosene into the crevices of the 
roosts. Fumigate at once if the pests 
are present. Remove all loose boards 
and litter from the house and close 
doors, windows and all other open- 
ings tightly. This should be done 
early in the day and the fowls kept 
out after fumigation until the premi- 
ses are well aired. 

Spraying with whitewash, kerosene, 
coal tar disinfectants, or crude carbo- 
lic acid, is more satisfactory, perhaps, 
than fumigating. One part crude car- 
bolic acid with 15 parts of kerosene 
makes a splendid mite killer. Paint- 
ing the roosts and nests with one of 
the commerical compounds takes a 
little longer but is more effective. 

In mites extermination the import- 
ant thing is to reach every crack 
and crevice with the spray mixture. 
The next important step is to repeat 
the application at frequent intervals 
in order to kill any of the parasites 
that may have hatched in the mean- 
time 


Names to Fit Eggs 
of Every Condition 


Since the egg-marketing business has 
been put on a scientific basis, names to 
fit every condition of eggs have come 
into use. Among these are ‘“fancy,”’ 
‘nearby hennery,’” “strictly fresh,’ 
“white,’’ “brown,’’ ‘“‘mixed,” ‘‘cracks,’’ 
“seconds,’ ‘“‘leakers,”’ ‘blacks,’ ‘“‘sour 
rots,’’ ‘“‘green whites,’’ ‘“‘stuck yolks,’’ 
‘‘musties,’’ “blood ‘rings,’’ etc. 

Eggs that are beyond the eating or 
bakery stage are used for tanning pur- 
pos*s -nd are known’ as ‘“‘tanners.’ 

In the great eg~ distribution centers 
the expert candlers can sort the eggs 
passing |-.fore the candling apparatus 
with a skill and rapidity that is amazing 
to uninitiated beholders. 

In the Heaviest egg-producing loca:i- 
ties there is a growing interest in es- 
teblishing plants for egg-freezing and 
egg-drying to assist-in safely marketing 
eggs in hot weather. 


How to Prepare 
Broiler for Table 


There is a knack in preparing a broiler 


for the table that not only simplifies 
th. work, but leaves the fowl in the best 
of condition for the cook. After re- 
moving the feathers the first step is to 
remove the backbone, neck and keel 
be-e. Hold the bird, breast down, and 
insert a sharp knife through the bacx 
and cut along each side of the verte- 
tre’ column. Remove the neck in tixe 


manner and leave the viscera plainly ex 
pesed for inimediate removal. The keei 


bone should be reinoved by first cutting 
around the outline of it from the insida. 
Then gradually scrape the flesh away, 
izaving the skin underneath unbroken. 
The fowl can ther be laid perfectly flat 
tor broiling and when rightly prepared 
there should be no incision to show.

Corn as Main Food 
for Laying Hens 


In Ohio, corn under usual conditions 
is one of the most economical feeds for 
laying hens, and can well be used to a 
very large extent in their ration. How- 
ever, corn must be supplemented with 
a nitrogenous feed, such as meat scrap 
or skimmilk, if good results are to be 
obtained from its use, says W. J. Buss, 
poultry husbandman of the Ohio Ex- 
periment Station. Recent experiments 
there show that hens fed a ration com- 
posed of 87.2 per cent corn and 12.8 per 
cent meat scraps produced eggs cheap- 
er than hens given a greater number 
vf feeds. 

Hens given corn, wheat, oats, bran. 
middlings, ofl] meal and meat scraps ate 
more feed, but the increase in egg pro- 
duction was not sufficient to pay for 
the additional feed consumed and for 
the higher cost per pound of this vari- 
ety ration. In one test they produced 
8.4 per cent more eggs, but the feed 
cost per dozen eggs produced was 27 per 
cent more than that of hens fed only 
corn and meat scrap.

~The “submarine” was an elaborate structure of wood, 
- inetal and plenty of paint, life-sized to be sure, but only 
of a sufficient length or depth to represent the partic- 
ular compartment portrayed in the picture story. 
_ For weeks the artisans of the studio workshops had 
‘worked in building this pseudo submarine; and before 
‘the camera crank was turned the technical director had 
' gone over every detail of its construction to make sure 
that i emulated successfully the interior of a modern 
submarine. Then the studio hands built a tank around 
__the scenery. The ‘‘set,” as the scenery for a studio scene 
_ is called, was now ready for the director. 
The director, being unable to carry out his program of 
~ photographing certain outdoor or “location” scenes on a 
- certain day because of rain or poor light, decided to stay 
_ at the studio and photograph the interior scenes called 
_ for in the scenario or working plan of his picture. After 
yehearsing the action of this particular scene several 
‘times, the lamps flashed up and the cameraman took his 
place by the side of his camera. At the command of 
the one of the stage hands climbed up on the 
_ deck of the “submarine,” pulling a heavy hose after him, 
- which he placed in the openifig of the conning tower.

film some $10,000, and although the amount appears 
rather high, nevertheless it serves to accentuate the 
great amount of preliminary research work and design- 
ing that had to be carried out before the actual construc- 
tion began. And here again the producers insisted that 
if the guns were to be used at all, they must be accurate 
enough to pass before the most critical audience without 
arousing undue suspicion. 

The producer of a submarine story which, in its main 
essentials, closely follows the theme of Jules Verne’s 
“Twenty Thousand Leagues Under the Sea,” recently 
endeavored to secure the loan of a United States sub- 
marine from the navy without success, so the story 
goes. Whereupon he set out to build a submarine of 
sheet iron, with a length of over 100 feet, a beam’ of 
15 feet and a draft of 4 feet. The shell had to be of 
sufficient strength to withstand a submergence of 40 
feet deep. By means of tanks the submarine could take 
on water in order to settle down beneath the waves, 
while compressed air tanks permitted of blowing out 
the water ballast when the craft was to be brought up to 
the surface again. The submarine was fitted with a 
torpedo tube capable of discharging a regulation tor- 
pedo. In all six months’ time was expended in the build- 
ing of this submarine, which closely followed the lines 
of the Nautilus, the famous craft of Capt. Nemo: indeed, 
the navy submarines were hardly suitable to represent 
the Nautilus, which may be one reason why the producer 
decided to construct a special submersible, fitted with 
a lock in its bottom through which 
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Astonishing resourcefulnecs of the artisans in the workshops of 
the great producing companies enables them to repro- 
duce all sorts of scenes with great fidelity to detail— 
How submarines, ships, cars, villages, cities, mansions, 
etc., are built up only to be photographed and torn 
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tial he a wealthy man dies a 
family of long standing, or a nouveau 
riche? If he belongs to the former 
class, the furnishings are to be of a 
quiet, harmonious design, with the 
paintings and other ornamentation 
typifying good taste; while if he be- 
long to the latter, the furnishings 
must be of a garish design. In that 
way does the motion picture producer 
endeavor to amplify the type of man 
whose home is represented. 

Obviously, it would not do to leave 
the selection of furnishings and their 
proper arrangement to stage hands 
and carpenters; and accordingly the demand for accuracy 
and realism has brought into existence a new type of 
executive in the film industry—the technical director, or 
art director as he is sometimes called. To him falls 
the task of reading through the synopsis or scenario 
of a story that is to be produced, and the supervision 
of the erection of sets. He is responsible for the ar- 
rangement of all sets, even to the smallest details, as 
well as for the costuming of the players, and othér de- 
tails. However, he is not responsible for the action 
part of a scene; that remains, as ever, the work of 
the director. 

The technical director must be a veritable human en- 
cyclopedia—a man of remarkably broad experience. He 
must be well read; and what he does not know he must 
be able to “dig up” at short notice. Here is how his 
knowledge is applied: If a scene is laid in a certain coun- 
try and the time is of a different century, he must know 
what garments the players are to wear, the accoutre- 
ments of the soldiers, the etiquette of the period and - 
country, the furnishings for the interiors, the head dress 
of the women and a thousand-and-one other details. 

Perhaps actual incidents are most convincing in illus- 
trating how the directors strive for accuracy, and how 
the absence of’ technical direction may be fatal to an 
otherwise perfect prodution. The story is told of how 
Irvin Cobb, the noted writer, was visiting a prominent 
Los Angeles studio. A director was rehearsing a scene 
of a war play in which a regiment of German soldiers 

was marching through a Belgian village. To 
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‘The water was turned on, and it flowed through the 
- hose and passed down upon the back of the actor play- 
- Ing the part of the hero-sailor struggling with the con- 
_ trol mechanism of an underwater craft. The water, 
bounded on all- sides by the improvised tank 
‘of wood and rubberized canvas, slowly arose 
in the “submarine” interior. The camera, 
~ which all the while was recording the action, 
was naturally so focused as to take in only 


- the desired portion of the setting—the sides 
- of the tank did not show in the film. The 
Scene was a success. 

-, Typical of the striving of 
gill American producers for 
realism is the foregoing in- 
stance. A half dozen years 
ago the audience of the average 
picture house was not as criti- 
cal as the audience of today. 
Formerly, a director depended 
solely upon a good story and 
fair acting to make a film pro- 
duction @ success; whereas to 
day the director strives to re- 
inforce these two essentials 
with utmost realism of scenery. 
It is imperative, say the ae a that the pic- 
tures should be replete with realism; the audi- 
ence must not be permitted for a single moment 
to recali the fact that after all the scenes are 
but improviséd backgrounds and the necessary 
pieces of furniture taken from the stockroom or 
property room of the studio. In brief, the audi- 
ence must be made to forget the mechanical end 
of picture production; and to this end every effort 
is made to have even the most insignificant details 
accurate and confidence-inspiring. 

No motion picture studio would be complete without 
its carpenter shop and staff of expert workmen. There 
ere so many things that must be built especially for the 
pictures that a complete equipment of woodworking 
and metal working machines and a skilled gathering of 
artisans are an absolute necessity. 

One day they may be building a safe of light wood 
or compressed paper, accttrately made even to the bolt 
mechanism, which may bring forth roars of laughter 
as, hoy Coogan gorge = arama when it is dropped 
the head of one of the comedians in a film play. 
‘They may be called upon to build an aeroplane, closely 
Silootar. the line of a genuine machine that is to be 
used in the scenes of actual flying. The workmen may 
perPaps put in one or two weeks’ work in building the 
aeroplane, exercising much ingenuity in its construc- 
tion. As likely as not the tires of the landing gear may 
be made from short lengths of rubber hose or canvas 
tube, filled with sawdust. And the same degree of in- 
genuity may be repeated a dozen times or more in the * 
construction of the machine; all this work to appear 
for a few seconds on the screen, and probably doomed 
to be blown to pieces or burne’ to ashes. 


The men may turn to the construction of a mirth-pro- 
voking hose cart or fire wagon for the fire department 
of some imaginary rural community. Again, historical 
a or period plays usually mean much work for the studio 
artisans, for it is often necessary to construct all man- 
ner of things that canfiot be purchased in the open mar- 
ket. It is no uncommon occurrence, therefore, for them 
to turn out a replica of the first steamboat, an old-time

‘In the war play, “The Fall of a Nation,” four huge 
siege guns figure conspicuously in the battle scenes be- 
tween defenders and invaders. Each gun is a faithful 
reproduction of the famous Krupp 28-centimeter siege 
howitzers, mounted on caterpillar wheels. On the screen 
even a military man would be apt to mistake the. guns 
for their counterpart busily engaged on European bat- 
tlefields. As a matter of fact, however, these “guns” are 
1 of wood and represent perhaps one of the most in- 
te pieces of work yet turned out by the film arti- 
— sans. They are a faithful. copy of the actual pieces, 
- - gven down to the resoil cylinders which acwaity work. 
Sad is stated that these guns cost the producers of the 
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divers in self-contained suits could 
pass out to any desired level of the 
ocean bottom. 


In a certain production, “The 
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World and the Woman,” there was to be a garden scene 
during a thunder storm. One of the features of the 
scene was a driving rain, while another was a flash 
of lightning. Whereupon the studio workmen set about 
to produce the effect desired on the roof of the studio. 

An aeroplane propeller was mounted on a substantial 
base, and to it was applied the power of an electric 
motor through belting. An artificial garden set was 
soon arranged and housed in a suitable shelter to make 
it dark—the photographing took place on a perfect day. 
Above the set was arranged a trough, perforated with 
many holes to allow water to drop below. When every- 
thing was ready, the electric motor was started, causing 
the aeroplane propeller to blow up a veritable hurri- 
cane through the set. Stage hands, with watering cans, 
then poured water into the trough, which fell down in 
the form of rain, only to be driven at an angle across 
the setting. At the propitious moment another stage 
hand set off a flashlight, giving the desired lightning. 


All of which bespeaks well of the skill of the artisans 
of the films. Most of their work is done in wood, al- 
though occasionally they resort to metal, as witness 
the submarine already mentioned. Papier mache, plaster 
of paris, compressed fiber and clay are also used in pro- 
fusion, especially in the making of statues, ornate panels 
and other work of a smiliar nature, forming part of 
elaborate sets. 

The equipment of most motion picture studios is usu- 
ally such as would do justice to a thriving woodworking 
shop and machine shop combined. A typical comedy- 
producing studio in Southern California, for instance, 
has over $2000 worth of woodworking equipment for its 
carpenter shop, while the lumber constantly at hand 
and other items are said to bring the total up to $4000.

The interior settings of a film play require the closest 
attention on the part of the producers. For here again 
the constant demand for accuracy and realism is para- 
mount. The smailest details must be watched. If the 
director calls for a tenement house scene, the stage 
carpenters must build him a dilapidated hall and stairs, 
and small, squalid rooms. The scene must appear much 
worse from wear—the steps must look worn, the walls 
must be marred with here and there a hole in the plaster, 
and there must be dirt aplenty. Again, if the director

To return to interior settings: These rep- 
resent one of the big items of expense in the 
production of a film. One reason is that the 
average set can only be used in one produc- 
tion, after which it must be destroyed. In

several times; but today they will soon de- 
tect any attempt to use the same lamp, settee 
or other furnishings repeatedly. 


The walls of an interior set are generally 
built of compressed paper or board, backed up by 
framework and props, to facilitate the work of erection 
and destruction. Tremendous quantities of the neces- 
sary materials are employed annually, as witness some 
50,000 feet or more of compressed paper board used by 
a leading comedy producer, together with over 500,000 
feet of lumber. The same concern spends over $1800 
for some 15,000 rolls of wall paper each year, with 
which to decorate the walls of the sets. 


The cost of even the most modest set runs up into 
the hundreds of dollars, for it must be remembered that 
practically each set must be built and decorated to or- 
der, and filled with the necessary furniture which may 
not be used again for a long time to come. Elaborate 
scenes run up ito the thousands of dollars; for in- 
Stance, a good restaurant or cabaret scene may cost from 
$2000 to $5000, depending on its elaborateness and size. 
It is said that the cafe set in the comedy, ‘“‘His Pride 
and Shame,” with the comedian Ford Sterling, cost 
$4000. In the recent production of “Macbeth,” starring 
Sir Herbert Beerbohm Tree, the witches’ scene alone 
cost upward of $10,000, owing to the intricate electric 
lighting equipment for producing the weird fire effects. 

The film artisan finds his biggest field of endeavor in 
the outdoor sets, for under the open skies the undertak- 
ings are not hindered by space limitations and can 
therefore assume the most gigantic proportions. Here 
again the striving for realism is the first consideration; 
here the technical director must exercise his knowledge 
of architectural design covering every period of history 
and every part of the world. 


Perhaps the greatest set that has ever been construct- : 


ed included gigantic walls painted to simulate stone, 
100 feet high, and adorned with reliefs of strange winged 


- creatures and elephants, suggestive of the architecture 


of ancient Babylon. The towers of the set stand 135 
feet high, and the various structures cover a 10-acre 
tract of land in Hollywood, Cal., just outside Los An- 
geles. For more than six months the carpenters, ma- 
sons, concrete workers and painters were busied with 
the set, and the cost of the work is reported to have 
been in excess of $50,000. The setting has been used 
for a production entitled “Intolerance,” produced under 
the direction of D. W. Griffith.

His mother’s father was Gen. Duff Green, who 
commanded a regiment in the War of 1812. She was 
a descendant on the maternal side of Mildred Wash- 
ington, aunt and godmother of George Washington. 
So it is clear that naught but blue blood flows in the 
veins of Patrick Calhoun. 

The fortune of Calhoun’s father, the largest cotton 
planter in the South, was swept away in the Civil War 
when young Calhoun was 9 years old. .The boy was 
studious. Before he was 10 years of age he had read 
every word of Shakspeare, and Milton, Locke and Gib- 
ton were equally familiar to him. He began to study 
Latin at the age of 10, and after 13 months had read 
the “Aeneid” and the orations of Cicero in the original. 
He delighted in historical end philosophical works. He 
entered high school at 15, but at 17. had determined to 
become a great lawyer like his grandfather. He was 
admittei to the bar at Dalton, Ga., when he was 19 
years old, and then moved to St. Louis, where he ob- 
tained desk room in the office of John G, Chandler and 
lodgings in the garret of a boarding house. 

At the beginning there was no noticeable rush of 
clients, eager to place the management of their affairs 
in the hands of a boy of 19. However, he got on some- 
how, and the same fierce energy which he had dis- 
played in his studies presently served to lift him up- 
ward.

If the standard of conduct in my battalion is any cri- 
terion, then I can say truthfully that there is vory 
Little crime in Lord Kitchener’s armies either in En- 
gland or, abroad. The ‘“‘jankers” or defaulters’ squad was 
aiways rather large; but the “jankers men” were of- 
fenders against minor points of discipline. Their crimes 
vere untidy appearance on parade, inattention in the 
ran*s, tardiness at rolicall- and others*of the sort, all 
within the jurisdiction of a company officer. The pun- 
ishment meted out varied according to the seriousness 
of the offense, and the past-conduct record of the of- 
fender. It usually. consisted of from*one to ten days, 
“C. B.”—confined to barracks. During the period of his 
sentence the offender was forbidden to leave camp after 
the parades for the day were ended. And in order that 
he might have no opportunity to do so, he was com- 
pelled to answer his name at the guardroom whenever 
it should be sounded. 

Only twice in England did we have a general court- 
martial, the offense in each case being assault by a pri- 
vate upon an N. C. O., and the penalty awarded, three 
months in the military prison at Aldershot.

Ordered Abroad. 
~ NE Sunday morning in May we as- 
sémbléd ‘on the barrack square at 
“Aldershot for the last tinie. Every 
oO | man was in full marching order. 

‘His rifle was the “Short: Lee Enfield, Mark 
~ TV,” his bayonet, the long single-edged 
blade in general usé tlfroughout the Brit- 
ish army. In addition to his arms ‘he car- 

ried 120 rounds. of “303” caliber emmunhi- 
tion, an intrenching tool, water bottle, 
haversack, containing both emergency and 
the day’s rations, and his pack strapped to 
shoulders and waist in such a way that 
the weight of it was equally distributed. 
His pack contained the following articles: 
A greatcoat, a woolen shirt, two or three 
pairs of socks, a change of underclothing, 
a “housewife”—the soldier’s sewing kit— 
a towel, a cake of soap, and a “hold all,” 
in which were a knife, fork, spoon, razor, 
shaving brush, toothbrush and comb. All of these we, 
useful and sometimes essential art , particularly the 
toothbrush, which Tommy spac as the best little 
instrument for cleaning the mecwanism of a rifle ever 
invented. Strapped on top of the pack was the blanket 
roll wrapped in a waterproof ground sheet, and hang- 
ing beneath it, the canteen in its khaki-cloth cover. 
Each man wore an identification disk on a cord about 
his-neck. It was stamped with his name, regimental 
number, regiment and religion. A first-aid field dre3s- 
ing, consisting of an antiseptic gauze pad and bandaze 
and a small vial of iodine, sewn in the lining of his 
tunic, completed the equipment. 

Physically, the men were “in the pink,” as Tommy 
says. They were clear-eyed, vigorous, alert, and as hard 
as na‘ls. With their caps on, they looked the well- 
trained soldiers which they were; but with caps re- 
moved, they resembled so many uniformed convicts less 
the prison pallor. “Overseas haircuts” were the last ton- 
sorial cry, and for several days previous to our depart- 
ure, the army hairdressers had been busily wielding the

close-cutting clippers. 


Each of us had received a copy ot Lord Kitchener's 
letter to the troops ordered abroad, a brief, solcierly 
statement of the standard of conduct which England 
expected of her fighting men: 

“You are ordered abroad as a soldier of the Kinz 
to help our French comrades against the invasion cf 
acommon enemy. You have to perform a task which 
will need your courage, your energy, your patience. Ree 
member that the honor of the Pritish army depends upon 
your individual conduct. It will be your duty not only 
to set an example of discipline and perfect steadiness 
under fire, but also to maintain the most friendly re- 
lations with those whom you are helping in this strug- 
gle. The operations in which you are engaged will, for 
the most part, take place in a friendly country, and you 
can do your own country no better service than in show- 
ing yourself, in France and Belgium, in the true cHar- 
acter of a British soldier, 

“Be invariably courteous, considerate and Find. Never 
do anything likely to injure or destroy property, and 
always look upon looting as a disgraceful act. You are 
sure to meet with a welcome and to be trusted; and 
your conduct must justify that welcome and that trust. 
Your duty cannot be done unless your hedith is sound. 
So keep constantly on your guard against any excesses. 
In this new experience you may find temptations both in

MAN woke up and found himself lying 
in a great swamp, without any clothes 
on, his overcoat over him and the rest 
of his garments in a bundle under his 
head. He gazed about him in amaze- 
ment.

classic production “The Birth of a Nation,” whieh was 
produced by the same master director. 


But slightly less pretentious was the set, erected 
at an approximate cost of $35,000 by Director 
Thomas H. Ince, who is a leading advocate o/ 
elaborate, realistic settings. This set represents the 
palace, the House of claps apts: = 4:30 royal court 
and adjacent buildings in a mythical country. The 
first spadeful of earth in preparation for the erec- 
tion of the set was turned in May, 1915. The com- 
pleted set° was ready for use in November of the 
same year. Into its construction went 30° carloads, 
or approximately 600,000 feet of lumber. Glass val- 
ued at a total of $4000 was necessary for the several 
hundred windows, while tons upon tons of cement 
and plaster were used as the other principal ma- 
terials. For the steps of the largest building alone 
10 tons of cement were used. The sidewalks, with 
their curbings, measured some 1200 feet, and 20 
men were employed for three months laying them 
out and arranging the parkings between them. 
Trees, shrubbery and lamps were among the orna- 
ments placed within the boundaries of the set. 
Covering an area of over six and one-half acres, the 
set still stands atop one of the hills in southern 
California, enduring the elements successfully as 
though it were intended as a permanent structure. 

A set representing a border town on the line 
separating Mexico from the United States, for 
use in a typical Western drama, was recently 
constructed at a cost of $1500. It consisted of 
about 15 buildings, each entirely -f frame construc- 
tion. While the cost of the village was not great, it 
is regarded by film men as one of the most remark 
ably realistic sets ever built for the screen. —

It was an effective appeal and a constant reminder to 
the men of the glorious traditions of the British army. 
In the months that followed, I had opportunity to learn 
how deep and lasting was the impression made upon 
them by Lord Kitchener's first, and I believe his only, 
letter to his soldiers. 

The machinefy for moving troops in England works 
without the slightest friction. The men, transports, 
Lorses,- ‘Commissariat, medical stores and supplies of a 
battalion are entrained in less than half an hour. Every- 


thing is timed to the minute. Battalion after battalion 


and train after train, we moved out of Aldershot at half- 
hour intervals. h train arrived at the port of em- 
barkation on schedule time and pulled up on the docks 
by the side of a troop transport, great slate-colored lin- 


ers taken out of the merchant service. Not a moment 


vas lost. The last man was aboard and the last wagon 
on the crane swinging up over the ship’s side as the 
next train came in. 

Ship by ship we moved down the harbor in the twi- 
light, the boys crowding the rail on both sides, taking 
their farewell look at England—home. It was the last 
ferewell for many of them, but there was no martial 
music, no waving of flags, no 
tearful good-bys. Our farewell 
3 as prosaic as our long peri- 
od of training had been. We 
were each one a very small part 
of a tremendous business or- 
ganization which works without 
any of the display considered so 
_ essential in the old days. ; 

We left England without a 
cheer. There was not so much 
as a wave of the hand from the 
wharf; for there was no one on 


ception of a few dock laborers, 
and they had seen too many sol- 
diers off to the front to be senti- 
mental about it. It was a tense 
moment for the men, but trust 
Tommy to relieve the tense sit- 
uation. As we steamed away 
from the landing slip, we passed 
'@ barge, loaded to the water’s 
edge with coal. Tommy has a 
song pat to every occasion. He 
enjoys, above all things, giving 
a ludicrous twist to a “weepy” 
ballad. When we were within 
‘hailing distance of the coal 
barge, he began singing one of 
this. variety, “Keep the Home 
Fires Burning,” to those smutty— 
faced barge hands. Everyone ; 
joined in heartily, forgetting all about the solemnity of 
the leave-taking. 

Tommy is a prosaic chap. This was never more ap- 
parent to me than upon that pleasant evening in May 
when we said good-by to England. The lights of home 
were twinkling their farewells far in the distance. Every 
moment brought us nearer to the great adventure. We 
were “off to the wars,” to take our places in the far- 
"thing battle line. Here was Romance lavishly offering 
gifts dearest to the hearts of Youth, offering them to 
clerks, barbers, tradesmen, drapers’ assistants, men who 
had never known an adventure more thrilling than a 
boliday excursion to the Isle of Man or a week of 
cycling in Kent. And they accepted them with all the 
stolidity native to Englishmen. The eyes of the world 
were upon them. They had become the knights-errant 
of every schoolgirl. They were figures of heroic propor- 
tious to everyone but themselves. 

French soldiers are conscious of the romantic possi- 
bilities offered them by the so-called “divine accident of 

war.” They go forth to fight for Glorious France, 
France the Unconquerable! Tommy shoulders his rifle 
and departs for the four corners of the world on a 
“bloomin’ fine little ’oliday!” 
sea voyage in one! “Blimy! Not ’arf bad, wot?’ Per- 
harms he is stirred at the thought of fighting for “En- 
gland, Home and Beauty.” Perhaps he does thrill in- 
wardly, remembering a sweetheart left behind. But he 
keeps it jolly well to himself. He has read me many of 
his letters home, some of them written during an en- 
gagement which will figure prominently in the history 
of the great world war. “Well, I can’t think of anything 
more now,” threads its way through a meager page of 
commonplaces about the weather, his food and his per- 
sonal health. A frugal line of cross-marks for kisses, at 
the bottom of the page, is his only concession to senti- 
ment. 

There was, however, one burst of enthusiasm as we 
started on our journey, which struck me as being spon- 
taneous, and splendid, and thoroughly English. Outside 
the harbor we were met by our guardians, a fleet of de- 
stroyers which was to give us safe convoy across the 
channel. The moment they saw them the men broke 
forth into prolonged cheering, and there were glad 
shouts of: 

“There they are, me ladé! There’s some o’ the little 
old watch dogs wot’s keepin’ ‘em bottled up!". \ 

“Good old naVy! That's w'ere we got ‘em by the 
threat!” : 

“Let’s give ’em ‘Sons of the Sea!’” 

And they did. They sang with a spirit of exaltation 
which Englishmen rarely betray, and which convinced 

me how nearly the sea afd England's position as 
of the seas touch the Englishman's heart of

Our channel voyage was aneventful Each transport 
was guarded by two destroyers, dne on either side, the 
three vessels keeping abreast and about fifty yards apart 
dyring the entire journey.’*The submarine menace was 
then at its height, and we were prepared for an emer- 
gency. The boats were swung ready for immediate 
launching, and all of the men were provided with life 
rreservers. But England had been transporting troops 
and supplies to the fjring line for so many months with- 
out accident that none of us were at all concerned about 
the possibility of danger.

We gotta learn that so we can

jotted down in my notebook at 
the times when I heard them. 
The following day we crowded 
into the typical French army 
troop train, eight chevaux. or 
forty hommes to a car, and 
started on a leisurely journey 
to the firing line. We traveled 
all day, at eight or ten miles an 
hour, through Normandy. We 
passed through pleasant towns 
and villages lying silent in the 
afternoon sunshine, and seem- 
ingly deserted, and through the 
open country fragrant with the 
scent of apple blossoms. Now ty 
and then children waved to us y 
from a cottage window and in 
the fields men and women and girls leaned silently 
on their hoes or their rakes and watched us pass. Oc- 
casionally an old reservist, guarding the railway line, 
would lift his cap and shout, “Vive l’Angleterre!” But 
more often he would lean on his rifle and smile, nod- 
ding his head courteously but silently to our saluta- 
tions. Tommy, for all his stolid, dogged cheeriness, 
sensed the tragedy of France. It was a land swept 
bare of all its fine young manhood. There was no 
p.easant stir and ,bustle of civilian life. Those who 
were left went about their work silently and joylessly. 
When we asked of the men, we received, always, the 
same quiet, courteous reply: “A la guerre, monsieur.” 


The boys soon learned the meaning of the phrase, 
“a la guerre.” It became a war cry, a slogan. It was 
shouted back and forth from car to car and from.train 
to train. You can imagine how eager we all were; 
how we strained out ears, whenever the train stopped, 
for the sound of the guns. But not until the following 
morning, when we reached the little village at the end 
of our railway journey, did we hear them, a low mutter- 
ing like the sound of thunder beyond the horizon. How 
we cheered at the first faint sound which was to become 
so deafening, so terrible to us later! It wag music to 
us then; for we were like the others who had gone that 
way. We knew nothing of war. We thought it must 
be something adventurous and fine. Something to make 
the blood leap and the heart sing. We marched through 
the village and down the poplar-lined road, surprised, 
almost disappointed, to see the neat, well-kept houses, 
and the pleasant, level fields, green with spring crops. 
We had expected that everything would be in ruins. 
At this stage of the journey, however, we were still 
some 26 miles from the firing line. 

During all the journey from the coast, we had seen, 
on every side, evidences of that wonderfully organized 
branch of the British military system, the army service 
corps. From the village at which we detrained, every-

shops, where one saw none but khaki-clad soldiers en- 
gaged in al) the noncombatant business essential to the 
maintenance of large armies. There were long lines of 
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transport wagons loaded with supplies, traveling field 
Kitchens, with chimneys smoking and kettles steaming 
as they bumped over the cobbled roads; water carts, Red 
Cross carts, motor ambulances, batteries of artillery, 
London omnibuses, painted slate gray, filled with troops, 
seemingly endless columns of infantry on foot, all mov- 
ing with us, along parallel roads, toward the firing 
line. And most of these troops and supply columns 
belonged to my own division, one small cog in the 


-British fighting machine. 


We advanced toward the war zone in easy stages. It 
was intensely hot, and the rough, cobbled roads greatly 
increased the difficulty- of marching. In England we 
had frequently tramped from fifteen to twenty-fixe miles 
in a day without fatigue. But the roads there were excel- 
lent and the climate moist and cool. Upon our first 
day’s march in France, a journey of only nine miles, 
scores of men were overcome by the heat, and several 
died. The suffering of the men was so great,.in fact, 
ihat a halt was made earlier than had been planned, 
and we bivouacked for the night in the fields. 

Life with a battalion on the march’ proceeds With 
the same orderly routine as when in barracks. Every 
man has his own particular employment. ithin a few 
moments.the level pasture land was converted into a 
busy community of a thousand inhabitants. We made 
serviceable little dwellings by lacing together two or 
three waterproof ground sheets and erecting them on 
sticks or tying them to the wires of the fences. Latrines 
and refuse pits were dug under the supervision of the 
battalion medical officer. The sick were cared for and 
justice dispensed with the same 
thoroughness as in England. The 
day’s offenders against discipline 
were punished with what seemed 
to us unusual severity. But we 
were now on active service, and 
offenses which were trivial in En- 
gland were looked upon, for this 
reason, in the light of serious 
crimes. : 


Daily we approached a little 
nearer to our goal, sleeping, at 
night, in the open fields or in the 
lofts of great rambling farm build- 
ings. Most of these places had 
been used for soldiers’ billets scores 
of times before) The walls were 
covered with the names of men and 
regiments, and there were many 
penciled suggestions as to the best 
place to go for a basin of “coffay 
oh lay,” as Tommy called it. 
Every roadside cottage was, in 
fact, Tommy’s tavern. The thrifty 
French peasant woman kept open 
house for soldiers. They served 
us with delicious coffee and thick 
slices of French bread, for the very 
reasonable sum of twopence. They 
were always friendly and hospit- 
able, and the men, in turn, treated 
them with courteous and kindly 
respect. Tommy was a great fa- 
vorite with the French children. 
They climbed on -his:lap and rifled 
his pockets; and they delighted 
him by talking in his own vernacu- 
lar, for they were quick to pick up 
English words and phrases. They 
sang “Tipperary” and “Rule Brit- 
tania” and ‘‘God save the King” so 
quaintly and prettily that the men 
kept them at it for hours at a 
time. 

And so, during a week of stif- 
ling heat, we moved slowly for- 
ward. -The sound of the guns grew 
in intensity, from a faint rum- 
bling to a subdued roar, until one 
evening, sitting in the open win- 
dows of a stable loft, we saw the 
far-off lightnings of bursting shells, 
and the trench rockets soaring sky- 
ward; and we heard bursts of rifle and machine-gun 
fire, very faintly, like the sound of chestnuts popping 
in an oven.

The horse, startled, 
shied, and before his rider could get to his feet scam- 
pered off in a trot.
